This precipitant step almost costs 

the lives of many mice, but in the end a chastened Ricardo comes to terms with the 

puppeteers.

* Anne Alexander whose ABC of Cars and Trucks was a Junior Literary Guild 
selection, seizes in her second book upon a theme of immediate fascination to children -- 
the ability to whistle. In a refreshingly syncopated rhyme narrative "I" confesses his 
envy of all the lucky whistlers: the policeman, the newsboy, skyrockets, peanut carts, 
they all whistle, but poor little "I", try as he does, cannot whistle. Abner Graboff's 
illustrations are correspondingly whimsical, though their colors are somewhat drab. A 
good introduction to the cadence of language and a successful treatment of the essential 
theme of frustration, effort, and ultimate success.

* A read aloud etiquette book. In the context of delightfully absurd situations, 
Sesyle Joslin, in this, her first children's book, tells her young audience exactly what 
it is that is the correct thing to say. On being given a baby elephant, she strongly 
advises the recipient to greet his new pet with "how do you do". When you drop through * 
the Duchess' roof in your small plane, be sure, she cautions, to say, “I'm sorry". A 
whole repertoire of helpful phrases which can be remembered are abstracted from the 
situations for further use. Maurice Sendak's illustrations are as always, elegant and 
exceedingly funny. For this encyclopedia of manners, there is just one thing possible to 
say and that is, "Thank you, thank you very much." (Publ.)

The facts are here- the presentation 
is direct and to the point, starting as it does with the primitive schools of the frontiers, 
and coming up to a summary of the potentials of today's schools. 


Podendorf, Illa- THE TRUE BOOK OF ROCKS AND MINERALS. More successful than her 
True Book of Pebbles and Shells because not so much was attempted, so one is not feeling 
frustrated because of the obvious gaps. This is a good introductory science in this very 
popular field, for it is at this first reading level that most children begin to be inter- 
ested.

They are built on the same pattern: - 
through children who become interested because of their own experiences in each 
field of activity, who participate in some minor aspect and who learn what are the 
basic concepts and steps by which they could become a doctor- a news reporter- 4 
policeman- a truck driver-eventually. The unevenness occurs when the thin thread 
of plot interest is broken- sometimes not even completed- by the ultimate purpose. 
These books (there are now over twenty titles) meet a very real need at the easy 
reading (and remedial reading) level.

DOUBLE TROUBLE Cloth; $2.50 


A rainy day and the sniffles grant little Steve the right of spending a 
school-free day in his city apartment. At first he is delighted, but soon he be- 
comes somewhat bored and lonely and out of his boredom comes trouble. Not very 
serious trouble, but the annoying kind which makes "Ma" nervous and "Dad" cross. 
And the hiding of his mother's watch which starts as a game leads to a crisis when 
Steve cannot remember where he hid it. There are a few bad hours for Steve, but as 
in any family where there is real affection, the crisis resolves itself and it is 
once more a happy, busy household. A thoroughly recognizable situation, built 
around a very real little boy.

To make this financially feasible he must win the newspaper delivery boy 
contest, the prize of which is a bicycle since Mitch's old bicycle has been ridden to 
the ground. If he should lose he would have to spend the piano money on a new machine, 
and therefore sacrifice his mother's birthday gift.

Belgian born Pierre de Smet, even as a child in the early nineteenth century, 
was distinguished not so much for his scholastic brilliance as for his physical strength 
and his congeniality. It was these qualities which so splendidly equipped him in his de- 
dicated work as a Jesuit missionary among the American Indians. Before the simple humanity 
of this priest, the hostilities of the Indians vanished, and despite the eventual defeat 
of his program -- property rights and education for the uprooted tribes -- fulfillment came 
to this simple priest with the sense that he had followed the word of Christ in its most 
essential form. The author's thesis that the delivery of Indian affairs into Protestant 
hands led to exploitation and abuse is quite firmly stated here and will be unacceptable 4] 
to non-Catholics. Nevertheless, Joseph Hopkins does evolve a credible and sympathetic 
portrait of unsophisticated and unadulterated devotion which should certainly appeal to 
young Catholic readers.

Chase, Mary Ellen- SAILING THE SEVEN SEAS. Illustrated by John O'Hara 


Cosgrave II. Each Houghton, Mifflin. $1.95 


A Maine background and forebears who sailed the seven seas combine to equip 
this author superbly for a book which one twelve year old characterized as "neat:” It 
is evident that she had fun doing the book, recapturing the stories told her not only 
by her grandparents and the aunts who spent their childhood on shipboard, but by old 
salts in the town that was her home. This emerges as an intimate, personal picture 
of a way of life when sailing ships- packets, East Indiamen and clippers- made history 
for the country. The sample drawings and the dramatic jacket indicate the quality and 
verve of the illustrations. (LC:58-9633) 


Hough, Henry Beetle- GREAT DAYS OF WHALING. Illustrated by Victor Mays. 


The editor of the Vineyard Gazette, too, has a boyhood background of the 
docks of New Bedford, a familiarity with the whalemen and their ships. There is 
wonderful material here, much of it built around the actual experiences of boys who 
shipped in whaling ships. One gets not only the facts about whaling in the varied 
grounds, and stories told by whalemen, and something of the dangers and hardships and 
what it was like to be a boy aboard, but throughout there is a very personal note to 
the records. And yet, for some unidentifiable reason, there is a lack of vitality - 
it seems a bit too journalistic in the telling- the incidents emerge as disconnected 
stories rather than part of a larger pattern. One doesn't get under the skin and 
occasionally there is a suspicion that the author is too consciously writing for youth.

Elizabeth Blackwell's crusade was, paradoxically 
enough, fought in part to protect feminine modesty, for it was the remark of a woman 
patient, deploring the indignities of examination by indelicate male doctors that 
sparked her interest in a career in medicine. English born, and educated in an un- 
usual atmosphere of equal opportunities for boys and girls in the family, she found 
the strictures of Cincinnati and the South- when they came to America- confining. 
Her decision to study medicine, her difficulties in winning acceptance- both as a 
student and as a practitioner- provide a history of struggle and conflict against 
conventions.

Ilton, Paul : Messner 
THE BIBLE WAS MY TREASURE MAP $5 00 


Dr. Ilton's archeological antiquities comprise one of the largest of private 
collections in America, and this book, published some nine months after his death, gives 
the personal adventure in archeology behind the "finds". His goal was the discovery of 
antiquities which would "confirm" the Bible, and as a free lance archeologist, largely 
self taught (though his passionate determination led him to Dr. Flinders Petrie as a 
student) he operated to forge this weapon against skepticism, from 1925 on. His greatest 
asset was his gift for understanding the Arabs; he learned their tongue, he never felt that 
he stopped in making friends at all levels. This is not a consecutive record of his life; 
perhaps others will achieve that. Rather it is a collection of episodes in which danger 
in desert encounters with terrorists and fanatics failed to turn him from his goal. Some- 
times it was a chance recognition of an etymological source, sometimes identification of a 
many times told tale with an ancient scrap of history, sometimes sheer intuition- and always 
persistent and dedicated determination that led him from Alexander and Cairo to Awan and 
the Valley of the Kings, from Jerusalem to Beisan, to the Ain Shems region, to Cana in 
Galilee, to Samaria, to Umm Qeis, to the Valley of Ge-Hinnom, to the Abyssinian mountains - 
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the length and breadth of the ancient lands of Old and New Testament. It is a sort 
of detective story in archeology, unorthodox and exciting reading. This is not a 
book to be confused with Ernest Wright's Biblical Archaeology (Westminster) or 
Werner Keller's The Bible as History (Morrow), both of which pursue the findings of 
archeology as related to biblical history. This is the story of the archeologist 
himself, seeking to recapture an ancient era. Illustrated with photographs of his 
collection.

There is a casual carelessness about this well-written account of travel 
in Central America that is both disarming and exasperating, for the book lacks both 
map and index and the author, a well-known Scandinavian journalist, is irritatingly 
vague about the routes he follows and the reasons for his journey, leaving his read- 
ers to infer that he is in Central America simply to write a book.

But where the Lynds used Muncie, 
Indiana, as their guinea pig, without identifying it, Warne Hodges has specifically 
used Syracuse, New York. He has somewhat cross-indexed his variants by illustrating 
from other communities, such as Pittsburgh, but the focus is on Syracuse, and on the 
heads of the big industries there (a wide variety is afforded, in type, size, etc.) 
who formed a working committee to funnel the problems, the needs, the issues, the 
challenges of the community. Education, employment, housing, disposal of wastes, 
sanitation, recreation, etc., etc. could, in this way, be removed from political pres- 
sures and handled intelligently, on a wide city planning basis. Here is a national 
situation met in microcosm, an industrial city seen as attracting new business, holding 
old business, and working for joint betterment of its citizens- setting a pattern of 
the how as well as the why, for other like communities.

He was the Jonathan Swift * 
of his day and lashed out furiously at men, women, soldiers, courts, friendships, at 
"poets, pedagogues and poverty". He was the "angry mab" of his day; he is coarse, he is 
brilliant. Humphries, in turning his verses into the original dactylic hexameter has 
preserved the slashing rhetoric, the dash of the original.

Subtitled Command Decisions in History's Shortest War, this is a descript- 
ion in detail of Israel's "100 hour conquest of Egypt east of Suez". Into Sinai in 
the autumn of 1956 were originally dispatched nine Israel brigades (regiments). Of 
these one went astray, three were "regular army" and the rest were volunteers. The 
author contends that the Israel army, which is unlike any other army - in its 
conception, training, execution and its results - succeeded in their attack through 
"consistency of all forces, extraordinary boldness in planning at all levels, the 
sustained momentum of offensive power and an extreme vigor in the ranks when under 
fire", which were in turn engendered by the particular Israel esprit. Along with the 
extensive explanation of the military deployment of arms and men, the author includes 
Appendices on Training Procedures, the Air Battle, Outline and Chronology of the 
Campaign. Certainly of value to the student of military history, but lacking the 
lively reportage of the Henriques' book.

Haskell M. Miller's approach to the urgent problem of juvenile delinquency, 
to those who believe in the gospel of charts and formula, will seem vaguely imprac- 
tical. Nevertheless there is eminent good sense in his insistence that the cure can 
be found only in an examination of our faltering metaphysical-ethical framework, and 
in some attempt to strengthen that structure. One does not go about blithely setting 
fires in the assuredness that the fire department will set everything to rights, and 
Lt is no more sound, according to the author's thesis, to place the emphasis on 
purely corrective measures when dealing with the problems of our nation's youth. 
However, in his plea for a sweeping consideration of our moral climate, Haskell M. 
Miller does not ignore the efficacy of the scientific method; he in fact shows himself 
to be quite skillful in employing the advantages of scientific aids-- definitions of 
delinquency, statistics on background and possible causes, analyses of treatment, and 
summaries of various approaches are interwoven with his eloquent appeal for a morally 
refreshed community. A helpful device is the inclusion at the end of each section of 
questions designed to stimulate.incisive thinking and suggested projects in which the 
layman or civic organization can participate in the effort through understanding, to 
prevent juvenile delinquency.

THE ANGRY DECADE $3.95 


Since the publication of The Outsider and the stage production of Look Back 
in Anger, Britain's “angry young men" have gained publicity if not popularity in literary 
circles. The Angry Decade is an internal examination of the raison d'etre of these 
rebels. Allsop probes for the similarities among people like Colin Wilson, Stuart Holroyd, 
John Osborne and others which have caused the appellation to apply undifferentiated. The 
central paradox of the "movement" of the Fifties is that the new dissentients'true cog- 
nizance of their surroundings is obscured by their exclusive focus upon labyrinthine love 
and hate relationships - their own. Dealing often with the semi-intellectual underdog, 
the problem becomes his secure placement on his own terms in the social structure. Rebel- 
lion it is, spiritual in tone, but anarchic in direction. The author claims that the 
proper task of the post-war writer is to acknowledge the fact that anger has a limited use 
in this age where innocence has been violated - where we have reached the darkness of 
man's heart. "Love has a wider application." The Angry Decade will undoubtedly find its 
market among readers of the young men: themselves.

The man who JS a hero to his valet gains from his personal appearance here in 
the memoir of his manservant and a far more expansive glimpse of him is afforded than 
in the earlier Mr. Churchill's Private Secretary by Elizabeth Nel (Coward-McCann- p. 488). 
McGowan, who served him for only a few years- 1949-1952, still shared an eighteen to 
twenty hour day and records the daily rounds; the devotedness of Churchill's marriage and 
warmth of his family life; his tastes in books and music, his painting and his writing;

Composed of fourteen brief essays, this encompasses: the politics of 
giving a party in Dublin; the city itself - a lovely shell; St. Patrick's Day in Dublin; 
a true blue English visitor among the Dublin intelligentsia; Cork - about which the most 
impressive thing is its lunatic asylum; relations between Protestants and Catholics; Irish 
attitudes towards the law, the clergy, foreigners, writers. In noting characteristics of 
the Irish - their disregard of fact, their canniness, earthiness, peculiar puritanism, 
their ambiguity, and Ireland - "a country to arouse affection rather than esteem", "a 
sparsely populated land where only the pious and the unhinged assemble in any numbers", 
Honor Tracy is here, by turns, amused, angered, baffled.

insemination were by means of sleep-pills and other forms of thought-conditioning 
indoctrinated from birth with the ideal of living and working only for their masters. 
No longer does the author feel his prophecies are fantastic. Babies are not yet 
born in bottles. But through a controlled press and other forms of mass communica- 
tion men are being led increasingly to believe what their masters desire; in China 
and Russia, mass brain-washing is practiced on entire populations; in America tele- 
vision with its singing commercials uses children for purposes of propaganda, sub- 
liminal advertising and "sleep-teaching" are in actualuse, and the "will to order" 
has brought forth "organization men" and attempts to control even the sex-life of 
employees. It is not easy to combat the menace of mass-control by the few; Huxley's 
answer is less concrete than his accusations: the limitation of burgeoning popula- 
tions, the increasing of food supplies, the broadening of the realization that free- 
dom and self-government lead to greater happiness than life under dictatorships. 
Brilliantly written by one of the world's foremost novelists and critics the book, 
not aimed at the light-minded, should appeal to thoughtful readers of all breeds, 
economists, government experts, clergymen, teachers, politicians, even television 
producers and viewers.

THE VALADON DRAMA $4.95 


Suzanne Valadon, born in 1865 of an erratic mother and an anonymous father, 
was by the very circumstances of birth destined to live an unconventional life. Her 
volatile nature, her whimsy, her sensuality found fallow ground in the surging, twisted 
streets of Montmartre, where her mother, lost in an alcoholic fog, sought oblivion. Her 
early antics as an outrageous gamine did little to indicate the creative and emotional 
richness that were to distinguish the later life of this tiny and vivid person. By the 
time Suzanne was in her teens, she not only was a favorite model of the Montmartre artists, 
but had found a means of expression in her own passionate and spontaneous painting. As 
a close friend of Lautrec and Degas, as the mistress of Renoir, Satie and countless other 
artists, and as the wife of the much younger Utter, the fabric of her life. consisted of 
two dominant threads -- the love of painting and the love of love. Alternating between 
extreme affluence and poverty, it was not until her son, Maurice Utrillo, was in his teens 
that she became obsessed by her role as mother. Convinced that her son was the greatest 
living painter, tormented by his maniacal urge toward self destruction, she attacked the 
problems of motherhood with the same intensity with which she pursued admiration. Her 
battle for Maurice's sanity and love, however, was waged too late, and she met her ultimate 
defeat in a lonely, wistful withdrawal into herself and the past. A full and dramatic 
biography of a woman, her son, and the rich if confused climate which nurtured them. Of 
particular interest to enthusiasts of the impressionist and post impressionist school, 
John Storm's careful factual recapitulation is easily as dramatic and entertaining as the 
available fictional treatments of artists' lives.

In a resilient reportorial style, 
Mr. Hough has recreated the event from the first foundering on a sandbank as the 
fleet embarked, to the pitiable scene of the Admiral's surrender at Tsu-Shima.

THE ANCIENT MARINERS $5.95 


This carefully documented book in which no "ancient mariner" shoots an alba- 
tross is a comprehensive study of sailors, ships and shipping in the ancient world, 
largely in the Mediterranean and the Red Sea, from the time of the earliest known 
records to 641 A.D., when the Arabs captured Egypt. Not until about 3400 B.C., when 
someone fitted a sail to a rowboat, did shipping in the Mediterranean and adjacent 
waters amount to much; after that it grew through the centuries to astounding propor- 
tions. Here is the whole story of these ancient ships and the men who manned them: 
the vessels of the Phoenicians, which probably encircled Africa; the beaked warships 
of the Greeks; the triremes with their three banks of oars; the mighty grain and 
passenger ships of the Romans, 180 feet long. In war and commerce the ships ranged 
far, to India and Byzantium as well as to the Mediterranean and Red Sea ports; as 
early as 300 B.C. they visited Britain in search of tin; their cargoes ranged from 
living slaves to dried fish and everything in between. Highly specialized, well 
written and extensively annotated, the book will appeal to navigators and historians 
rather than to casual readers; lending libraries may ignore it, but it will be a 
permanently valuable addition to the shelves of nautical and historical libraries.

Norman, Charles Macmillan 
THE MAGIC -MAKER $7.50 


Sympathetic and able, this is a full dress biography of e.e. cummings, one 
time playboy and enfant terrible of the "20"s, now the acknowledged first lyric poet 
of America and distinguished appointee to the post of the Charles Eliot Norton 
Professorship of Poetry at Harvard in 1952-1953. From the escapade in France during 
the first World War- which led to his imprisonment and subsequent writing of that 
little masterpiece- The Enormous Room, this follows his life through the years: his 
visits to Europe; his theatrical ventures: his first visit to Russia and the diary 
of his stay there; and the later and almost conservative years in New York. If this 
biography errs- it is on the side of praise, for authentic as is this talent- it is 
more correctly summed up by Edmund Wilson who wrote of him: "As a poet Cummings oc- 
cupies a unique and curious place... He has deserved this eminence by his remarkable 
lyric gift which enables him to burst into delicious, if frequently incoherent song; 
by his audacity.... Yet Cummings has always so far as a poet seemed artistically un- 
satisfactory. Spontaneity and naivete are a sine qua non of lyrical poetry, yet the 
poet should have at least the patience to calculate his effects and the expertness 
to carry them out." Since this earlier judgment, Cummings has written many volumes 
of fine and more mature poetry- but the criticism still carries its point. Perhaps 
in his exuberance Cummings has written too much. But he is justly memorialized in 
this biography and it will be a work of satisfaction and profit to any interested in 
the singular and influential nature of his career.

This is an autobiography of the once famous and highest paid ballroom dancers 
in the country and of Irene's life after Vernon's fatal crash in 1918. After the turn of 
the century, Irene's family, the Footes, lived in New Rochelle, N.Y. which was becoming a 
resort for theatrical people. She met Vernon there and in 1910 they were married. At the 
time he was doing comedy parts on Broadway, making $75 a week,until they went to Paris to 
appear together in a revue and ended by dancing at the Cafe de Paris where they were an 
enormous success. In New York they danced at night clubs, fashionable soirees, made a a 
great deal of money from the dancing craze that struck the country and Irene paced the 
fashions. In 1914 Vernon became a pilot and in 1918 he was killed in a training flight. 
A little over a year later Irene married Robert Treman who invested and lost all her money. 
After her divorce she married the persistent Frederic McLoughlin; they fought constantly, 
mainly about their two children, finally agreed on yearly six-month separations. She be- 
came involved with adman George Enzinger whom she married in '46 after McLovghlin's death 
and with whom she lives now in the Ozarks. Full of theatre stories, Hollywood happenings, 
zany people, madcap parties, this is a book which well justifies its title.

CRIPPLE CREEK DAYS $4 .00 


Lowell Thomas' foreword to this account of early years in Colorado's gold town 
which tags the author as "The Mark Twain of Cripple Creek" is perhaps a disservice, since 
in his records of Virginia City Mark Twain set a standard never equalled. However, she 
has not attempted to do so- although she has verified her girlhood recollections carefully, 
endowing her book with the virtue sometimes lacking in personal records of factual accuracy. 
In 1892, when the town was barely born, and the author not yet twelve, her father, a "gold 
diviner", brought her to the booming camp and she grew up through the roaring years of its 
staggering development. There are anecdotes of mines and millionaires, of disastrous fires 
and the madams of the Red Light District, of the coming of the railroads and strikes- and 
deportations, and of her own later life. In spite of occasional lapses into prosiness, the 
book is readable, honest and accurate. It is primarily of regional value. (LC:58-12050) 





Potter, John S., Jr. Doubleday 
THE TREASURE DIVERS OF VIGO BAY $4 .50/$4 75 e 


Far too long and overloaded with anecdotes and wise-cracks, this basically 
interesting book tells of the unsuccessful search by a group of American and European 
frogmen for sunken treasures in Vigo Bay in northwest Spain, where in 1702 seventeen 
galleons of a great Spanish treasure armada from the New World were sunk or captured in 
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a violent naval battle by the Dutch and English. Of the $75,000,000 in treasure 
carried by the armada, part was captured at the time of the battle and part salvaged 
later, but most of it supposedly still lies in the mud of Vigo Bay where the author 
and his co-frogmen, who in 1955 obtained a concession from the Spanish government to 
recover it, spent nearly three years groping in the ribs of long-dead ships, finding 
adventure but no treasure beyond corroded cannon-balls and cannon; they did, however, 
locate the greatest of the galleons, "Monmouth's galleon"”, so named from the English 
ship who captured her, which had gone down with most of her treasure intact; someday 
her riches may be salvaged. Lacking selectivity and in crying need of editorial 
cutting, the book, too long and at times too dull for easy reading, should find its 
greatest appeal among frogmen and armchair treasure-seekers, although historians will 
appreciate the account of the armada itself, which is by far the best part of the 
book. Not for the average lending-library reader. Illustrated. (LC:58-13292)

Rockwell, F.F. & Grayson, Esther C. Doubleday 
THE ROCKWELL'S COMPLETE BOOK OF ROSES $5.95 
Companion volume to the Rockwells' "Complete Book of...." series - dealing 
with what is assuredly the favorite flower of more people than any other. Here- in 
the extravagantly generous format to which we have grown accustomed (34 kodachromes, 
84 half-tones, 11 line drawings) is the most comprehensive book on the subject I 
have seen. And yet it is not a dull compendium of information. Topic by topic, 
pertinent to the subject, is discussed, various points of view presented, and the 
authors state their case for their own opinions succinctly- but not to the exclusion 
of other's. For example, they prefer use of dormant plants, they get best results 
from December plantings, they advocate twice a year feedings, they like buckwheat 
hulls best of the mulches, etc., etc. There's up to the minute information on foliar 
feeding; there's honest, straight from the shoulder advice on avoidance of bargain 
roses, on misleading claims for hedge roses; there's excellent information on soil 
building, feeding, planting, pruning, winter protection, mulching, propagation, and 
so on. The lists that comprise the final sections cover all rose types and varieties, 
and there is a useful section called Rose Growers' Rose Finder, in which roses are 
arranged under the purpose for which they are needed. Lists of companion plants, of 
display gardens, of reputable growers, of sources of materials, and an extensive cross 
index combine to make this an essential volume for the garden shelf. (LC:58-11937) 


Tugwell, Rexford G. Doubleday 
THE ART OF POLITICS $5.00 


In spite of his statement that politics is an unteachable and an unlearn- 
able art, Tugwell the economist, political scientist, former member of Roosevelt's 
Brain Trust, former governor of Puerto Rico, attempts here to achieve some generali- 
zations about political behavior through an examination of the careers of three suc- 
cessful politicians - FDR, LaGuardia and Luis Munoz-Marin (the first elected head of 
the Commonwealth of Puerto Rico). From 1932-1936 Tugwell was associated with 
Roosevelt, from 1938-1941 with LaGuardia, from 1941-1946 with Marin and from his know- 
ledge of the three he points out their similarities. They had the «bility to exploit 
the approval of the electorate; each verged on the demagogic; they were unintellectual 
in the scientific sense, all were extroverts; they were adventurers in politics, suc- 
cessful in getting and holding power, capable in its use and ferocious in its defense." 
Their achievements - Marin's Commonwealth, LaGuardia's City Charter of 1936, Roosevelt's 
Social Security - "made significant differences in their environment" without con- 
tributing anything to political theory except the testing of it. Tugwell concludes 
his favorable summing up with an imaginary conversation between the three in which 
they attempt to justify and explain themselves. The author's comments, because of his 
particular knowledge, are valuable - to the student of politics and to the practitioner 
of the art.

Haywood, Richard Mansfield Crowell 
THE MYTH OF ROME'S FALL $3.50 





Contrary to the theses of Gibbon, Spengler and Toynbee, the author states: 
"If it is true that there is some kind of causation which inevitably brings about the 
fall of cultures or civilizations the history of the Roman Empire cannot be used to prove 
it." He begins his study in the second century - the Empire's most successful period; 
discusses the changes in the third century about which, he says, Rome could do nothing; 
examines the crucial fourth century in which events became overwhelming for the Empire: 
the difficulty in controlling large landowners and the expanding bureaucracy, the increase 
of the division between the eastern and western Empire, the uncontrollable stream of the 
Germanic peoples from the north; and concludes in the sixth century, indicating along the 
way what changes took place and why. The failure of Rome to maintain central governmental 
- authority, to regulate the succession to the throne, to handle finance, foreign affairs 
and the army became the failure of the West, but a failure, the author insists, which 
could have been avoided. His conclusion: "there is no one great and portentous lesson to 
be learned from the history of the Roman Empire". A book which is handled deftly, suc- 
cinctly, in a non-technical manner - a readable thesis. (LC:58-12290)

A HIVE OF BEES $3.75 


* The author of this latest addition to the shelves of bee-lore, admitting that 
there are already a good many books on bees, remarks that another one can do no actual 
harm and no one is forced to read it; his account of bees in his English garden must 
charm many readers who know only that bees can sting. Hating bees himself when he 
bought his first hive to insure fertilization of fruit blossoms, the author became en- ee 
tranced by them and began to study them; here he tells of the whole life of the hive: 
their intricate internal arrangements, the secluded queen and her nurses and guards, the 
swaggering drones and the "fanners" who ventilate the hives with their wings, robber bees 
and bee-battles, the elaborate preparations for swarming; he also tells of the ravages 
of a parasitic mite in the 1920's and how the bee-population of the world was saved from 
decimation. Less romantic and more accurate than Maeterlinck's volume, less scientifically 
detailed than Fabre's, this joyous book by a semi-amateur of bees who is also a master of 
English should appeal to bee-haters as well as to bee-enthusiasts and apiarists, to 
students of natural history and the out-doors, and to those who enjoy well-written books 
without reference to summit-talks and missiles. For public and lending libraries, it 
should also be an addition to the natural history shelves of school and college libraries.

This is the story of the Readers Digest - the largest and most widely read 
magazine in the world which now reaches one out of every four American adults, is pub- 
lished in 29 editions, in 13 languages for reading in more than 60 countries. Its 
founder, DeWitt Wallace, was born in St. Paul in 1889. While he was working in sales 
promotion, he organized what was the forerunner of the Digest - a compiled list of free 
government pamphlets for farmers. He brought out a trial Digest in 1920, was discouraged 
by all but William Randolph Hearst. In 1921 he married Lila Bell Acheson and in February 
of 1922, from Greenwich Village, they published volume 1, number 1. Shortly afterwards 
they moved to Pleasantville, the current Digest headquarters. The author describes func- 
tions, processes and scenes at the Readers Digest: the cutting and condensing, editorial 
research, roving editors, background of the regular features, the international editions, 
the book club - the world's largest. He discusses the adverse criticism the magazine has 
received, its paternalism towards its employees and he concludes that the Digest, in its 
exploitation of the commonplace, has a "Wordsworthian quality". A biography full of 
admiration, little criticism.

But to her readers, she will emerge as a complex and unique woman. Brought up on the 
Harlem streets, the young Althea was a chronic truant, willing and able to »munch her 
way to security, even against the most formidable male opponent. Aided by interested 
and affluent Negroes, her late teens and early twenties were devoted to unlearning 
the rules of force which dominated her childhood. At eighteen, on the advice of her 
patrons, she began high school. Today she holds a score of international titles and 
mingles freely, if with the awareness that she is a Negro in a white world, with the 
cosmopolitan elite.

A must for tennis fans, this candid self-revelation gives a firm reply to the critics 
who condemn her reluctance to assume the role of professional Negress, a matter-of- 
fact and honest portrait of a girl who not only wanted to be something, but who gee 
overwhelming odds, became someone of remarkable stature.

Don't underestimate the importance of this book. As a symposium presented 
by 18 contributors from 11 countries, this is a thoughtful, challenging, disturbing 
overall picture of the burgeoning power of the Soviet Navy, which in ten years has 
risen to a position second only to the USA. Its size, its composition, its disposal, 
the preponderance of long range submarines, with their versatility and advantages of 
secrecy are driven home by the marshalling of facts and figures drawn from official 
rather than press sources, by experts in the various fields. Against an historical 
survey and an acceptance of the fact that the Soviet military theory envisages a 
state of perpetual conflict, and that the Soviet system provides advantages in speed 
and efficiency that democratic processes preclude, and we have a comprehensive view 
laid before us. The functions of the Soviet Navy, the economic and political threat, 
the evidences afforded by the maritime past of Russians as naval opponents and naval 
allies, the organization of the Navy, including the tremendous size and scope of the 
submarine fleet and the Naval Air Arm, the technology and weapons- all add up to a 
situation we must face with closer western cooperation. Hanson Baldwin's section on 
the strategic background in China and Southeast Asia is highlighted by today's head- 
lines in the Formosan straits. Here is a book which gives the blueprint. Let us 
hope it will reach the right readers- in time.

study intends to tell how Beck, a corporation lawyer, came to the position of conser- 
vatism, and what significance his intellectual journey has for the American political 
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experience. In the beginning of his career Beck was an anti-corporation Cleveland Democrat. 
Through the years (1880's until his death in 1936) he developed a staunch regard for 
individualism and the conservative approach to politics. An accomplished lecturer and 
writer, rigidly principled, he became a public spokesman for the doctrine of conservatism @ 
and laissez-faire, Fortunately he did not live to see the election returns of 1936 which 
would have confirmed his emerging fear that conservatism was a lost cause. The ushering 

in of the New Deal symbolized a rejection of his life-work. The author asks the question 
why did Beck fail to commit his party to a "sincere and consistent" conservatism - and 
suggests that a rapidly changing society- at the end of a war and a depression- promul- 
gating the entrenchment of giant corporations could not accommodate such a policy. None- 
theless, the theme of laissez faire persists, often as a political instrument, and more 
often as a cherished memory of the American past. An interesting study, tightly organ- 
ized, but top-heavy with data and cumbersome in delivery. Of limited appeal.

Two people, who have the understanding to speak for both Asia and America, at- 
tempt here to summarize the attitudes of the one to the other, to approach the weaknesses 
in the common failures in understanding, to examine the facts and indicate the necessities 
of change, with the emphasis certainly on America's fallacies (the myths to be destroyed, 
the soul searching to be explored, the understanding and friendship to be built) before we 
can realize our ideals and our responsibilities.

HFNRY ADAMS: The Middle Years !/p — : Tod $6750 


This devoted and earnest biographical and critical study constitutes a sequel 
to the auther's Young Henry Adams. It begins where that volume left off in 1871 and 
covers the next twenty years, comprising the period of the first great productive season 
of Adams' literary genius and the most significant years of his emotional life. In this 
period Adams married Maria Hoopes, settled with her in Washington, D.C., where they 
.conducted a salon for distinguished persons in the arts, sciences and politics. In these 
years, Adams wrote his History of the United States from 1802-1815; he composed two ano- 
nymous novels. His wife's suicide brought this period to a close. The outline of Adams' 
life is well known. But through access to hitherto unpublished papers, the author has 
been able deeply to enrich this buried portion of his life. An enormous treasure of family 
papers deposited with the Massachusetts Historical Society included the Henry Adams' papers. 
The result of this serious and well-documented study adds much detail to our knowledge of 
Adams. What it fails to do is to solve the intricacies of his complicated nature. He 
remains the acid and pessimistic intellectual, critical of everyone ingluding himself, a 
compound of pride and prejudice, of erudition and driving energy, but hardly a lovable 
nature. This emerges as a fair and well-balanced life of the great de-bunker. Someday we 
may hope to have a biography in which the great man is as mercilesslessly and wittily de- 
bunked. Meantime this is recommended to serious historians and lovers of the Adams' 
tradition.

This long, well-documented and highly readable psychological biography of one 
of America's most spectacular presidents by a critic and biographer who knew him is its 
author's contribution to the centennial of Theodore Roosevelt -- born, New York City, 
October 27, 1858; died, Sagamore Hill, Oyster Bay, N.Y., January 6, 1919. First outlining 
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the main facts of T.R.'s life from his election to the New York Assembly to the 
Presidency and final defeat for a third term, his two marriages, his part in the 
Spanish-American War, his achievements as writer, big-game hunter and diplomat, the 
author divides Roosevelt's career into seven "worlds": action, thought, human | 
relations, family, spiritual affairs, and war and peace. He pictured an incredibly 
varied personality: a peace-maker who venerated war, a conservationist who slaugh- 
tered wild animals, a sometimes untruthful man of truth, a kindly man unaware of 

the comfort of others, a humanist who called Jane Addams "a dangerous woman" who 
exhausted his admirers, berated unmercifully his critics, irritated, delighted and 
astonished the country he loved, and who was consistent only in his happy family 
life, where at times his wife had to protect his children from his demands. Crisply 
written, sympathetic and yet with no punches pulled, this excellent book should find 
a place in all libraries and should appeal to both admirers and detractors of T.R., 
to students of political and social history, practicing politicians and devotees of 
biography.

King, Alexander Simon & Schuster 
MINE ENEMY GROWS OLDER $4.50 


A completely unorthodox- and uninhibited- autobiography. Alexander King . 
is, preeminently, an artist and illustrator of the modern school, but his reputation 
is not so broadly gauged as to guarantee an audience for his somewhat scatalogical 
memoirs. To be sure, the thread of his art runs through the checkered pattern of 
his life. His marriages- four of them- his amours- what he calls "the rich distil- 
lation of his hates and prejudices"- his enemies- and his friends (and despite his 
eccentricities and his biases he has managed to find them at psychological moments) 
add up to a life that has run the gamut of experience. He has worked on all sorts 
of sheets, some of them of lofty eminence, some unknown; he has written - and il- 
lustrated books and pieces of other's writings; he has done play~, and collaborated 
without a by-line with such successful purveyors to Broadway's iarts of trade as 
Clare Luce; he has done murals of Chinese scenes for a kosher restaurant, and back- 
strips for department store windows; he has done news stories with photo appurtenances. 
Again and again, he bites the hand that feeds him- and then, when you can't stand him 
another minute, he comes up with a bit of human and imperishable fancy that keeps 
you going on to the next revulsion- and the next reprieve. Here is the "peevish 
balderdash"- “the facts and fancies" of his life and a good deal of name dropping, in 
the fields of publishing and the arts. Confessedly, he "never settled for just a 
full crib of corn in a warm and rain proof stable". Nor did he ever pull his punches; 
he was as hard on himself as a recurrent dope addict (four commitments to Lexington's 
Federal institution - and various other "cures" before he considered himself well) - 
as he was on the rest of the world he encountered.
